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The secretary of the United Fire Fighters Union, 
(Victorian Branch) this week expressed concern for the 
residents in the Ross Road area of Altona, should any 
major mishap occur at petroleum refineries. 


The secretary, Mr. Ern Tamme said, “It's not our position as 
a union to say there will be an explosion or a fire, but it’s better 
to be wise than sorry. 


“We feel that every precaution should be taken to ensure 


maximum safety”, 


He criticised PRA and 
the council for their past 
attitude to safety. 

At discussions between 
PRA, the Altona Council 
and his union recently, he 
said: “The council should 
share responsibility for 
the concern of what was 
considered a high poten- 
tial fire danger at the. re- 
finery”, 

He said houses in Ross 
Road should never have 
been built. 

Cr. Ian Stewart agreed 
with Mr. Tamme: “The 
_ houses were built at the 
time we were under the 
control of Werribee 
Shire. 

“T don’t think they wor- 
tied ‘where the houses 
went,.as long as it wasn’t 
in Werribee.” 

He said that people had 
been buying land in the' 
area until eight or nine 
months ago, “Mainly be- 
cause it's cheap”. 

Mr. Tamme claimed the 
present safety officer 
scheme where four men 
were employed was insuf- 
ficient, allowing for sick 
- leave and holidays. 

He advocated a system 
similar to that employed 
at the Shell Refinery at 
Corio, where 10 men are 
employed as permanent 
safety officers. 





There have been on in- 
creases in safety staff 
since the refinery opened 
in 1950, against a rise in 
production of nearly half 
since last October, he alle- 
ged. > 

Due to mechanisation, 
production could be in- 
creased another 50 per 
cent. in the next six 
months, he said.
